LiJiTir, Scotland, Sept. 22.— This morn- 
ing early the Russian royal yatilits Stun- 
dafd and Eol© Star were sighted at the 
entrance to the Firth of Forth, and on 
buiiig tulegruphcd for tlie Prince of 
Wales, who was in charge of thoarrange- 
iiH'iita for the reception of the C/.ar and 
C/.arina, the Bake of Conriaiight, M. 
Deataal, Russian ambassador to tlie 
^Urt of St. Jamea, Lord Bosebery, and 
a number of high military ofGcials ar- 
rived at the jetty, from Daluieny, at 11 
o'clock. They were received by an es- 
cort of the Eniiiakillen Dragoons. Rain 
was falling lieavily. The Prince of 
Wales wore the uniform of the Kiell' 
Dragoons, and the Duke of Connaught 
that of the Scots Guards. After in- 
specting the reception room the royal 
jiarty joined the Duchess of Biicclei'ich 
and Countess of Lytton, and embarked 
on the steamer Tantallon Castle. Tlie 
steamer tlien proceeded down Llie Firth 
and the Channel lleet, which lined tire 
Firth of Forth, saluteil. Tlie Russian 
Imperial yachts on their arrival were 
saluted by the lleet and iiiiiiiediately 
drojjped anchor. The Tantallon Castle 
soon afterwards ran alongside the Stand- 
ard, the latter .having their liuhsian 
majesties on board. The greetings ex- 
changed between the Imperial travellers 
and the British princes were most affec- 
tionate. 

The harbor was full of merchant ves- 
sels from all parts of the worlil and all 
decked from stem to stern with bunting. 
The precautions taken afloat for the pro- 
tection of their Majesties were unpre- 
cedented, it is believed, in naval annals, 
while the precautions adopted ashore 
were equally thorough. After luncheon 
their Imperial Majesties boarded the 
Tantallon Castle, accompanied by the 
British princes, and the steamship pro- 
ceeded slowly uj) the Firth fif Forth, 
thrnngh ttif liiicHof tiw Hritiwii tieet, all 
the warships Hying the Russian ensign. 

The Czar and Czarina landed at the 
jetty at exactly 1 :40 p.m. amid a scene 
of great popular enthusiasm. As tlie 
Tantidlon Castle dropped anchor tlie 
troops presented arms and the maaseti 
h» uda.pUiyed the Bussian anthem. Tlie 
reception rootn of the station was made 
brilliant with flags and flowers, the 
Russian ensign being entwined with 
that of Great Britain. The jetty was 
carpeted and lined by blnejackels and 
marines on each side. The train in 
waiting was known as the (iueen's 
special, and contained every convenience 
possible to place in railrotid cars. 

The extraordinary arrangements made 
to provide for the safety of the Czar and 
Czarina produced a painful impression, 
which was due to the fact that the steps 
adopted by the military and peace auth- 
orities overshadowed everything in the 
way of the reception, and utterly dwarf- 
ed even the demonstration upon the part 
of the populace. The municipality of 
Leith spent a considerable sum ot money 
on floral iind other decorations, hut 
much more money was spent on barri- 
cades and other precaution.H to keen the 
people away from the actual spot where 
their Majesties landed. Soldiers were 
drafted to Leith from Glasgow, Sterling, 
York and Edinburgh, and al! the 
volunteer corps of tlie place 
and its vicinity were adjured 
to turn out to their fullest strength. 
Every foot of the railroad from Leith to 
Ballater was guarded, the hridgea and 
arches lieing specially watched, iirevious 
to which they had been inspected by the 
royal engineers and police. This was es- 
pecially the case at and about Aberdeen, 
whe^e the train traverses a series of 
large arches which are ustnl as stables, 
fish stores, etc. These places were 
searched every few hours by the police, 
the military officials acting independ- 
ently of the latter. These arches were 
undoubtedly causes of anxiety to the 
police as the crews of several Russian 
merchant vessels in the harbor were 
ashore on leave and it was just possible 
that Nihilists might have been among 
them. 

All the streets in the vicinity of the 
railroad from Leith to Ballater were 
closed by the military and police to all 
tratlic from fourtosix )>.m. The Provost 
of ' lOdinburgh, accompanied by the 
bailies and rouncillors of Edinburgh, 
tendered a welcome to their Majesties in 
the name of the Scotch capital, and the 
corporation of Edinburgli presented His 
Majesty with an address in a beautiful 
casket. The Czav was cold in his de- 
meanor and did not speak a word in ac- 
knowledgment of the greeting of the 
Provost of ICdinbtirgh or to the others 
who welcomed him, merely inclining his 
head in nckiiowledgiiicMt. The manner 
of the Czarina, on the oilier hand, won 
the hearts of everyone present by her 
spontaneous geniality. 

AnKitDKKN, Sept. 22. — At a recent 
meeting of the town council the Social- 
ists objected to an address of welcome 
being presented to the Ozar when pass- 
ing through Aberdeen on his way to 
Balmoral, and at a Sbcialisli meetine on 
Sunday last a resolution was carried by 
acclamation protesting against receiving 
the Czar with marks of honor, seeing 
that he was the hereditary representa- 
tive of the cruelest dispotism in the 
world. 



I5IP0RTANT COMMUNICATIONS. 

A Queen's Messenger Dispatched to Con- 
stantinople—Earl Salisbury and the Rus- 
sian Ambassador in Consultation. 

London, Sept. 22. — Queen's mes- 
senger started for Constantinople to- 
night from this city with important 
dispatches. It is believed that they are 
the result of the reports of Mr. Michael 
Herbert, who acted as British charge 
d'allUires at Constantinople during the 
absence in England of the British ani- 
basBatlor, Sir Phillip Carrie. Mr. Her- 
bert, Wiio is now in London, had a long 
conference yesterday evening with the 
Martinis of Salisbury. 

The Birmingham Post says : "At the 
expressed desire of the Czar important 
cuminunications upon the Armenian 
ipiestion have passed between the .Mar- 
quis of Salisbury and M. Destal, Russian 
imbassador at London, in which certain 
[loints have been agreed upon, to form a 
Diisis of consultation between the Czar 
and the Marquis of Salialiury. 

CoNSTANTiNOPLB, Sept. 22. — Dlstur 
banees occurred on September 18 at 
Gumushmaden in the Vilayet of Khar- 
3)ut, owing to an incursion of Kurds, but 
letails were received. Troops were 
dispatched to the scene. Ten Armenians 
were murdered at Angora on September 
11) on account of an outbreak of fire at 
that jjliice. 

Details of a massacre at Egina Villa- 
yet, Kliarput, show that on the Ifith 
and lOtli of the present month Ku 
attacked the Armenian quarters and 
villed a large numberof the inhabitants, 
and pillaged and burned the houses. 
According to accounts of the Turki 
government 600 Armenians were killed 
at Egina. 

The Berlin correspondent 6f the Times 
quotes a Constantinople dispatch to the 
Vossiche Zeitung which says: "Last 
Wednesday and Thursday everything 
was ready for a general massacre of 
Christians and a bombardment of Con 
Btantinople should the I'^uiopean war 
ships attempt to pass the Dardanelles. 
There were forty-eight guns iilaced in 
position on the heights above Para and 
the Turkish fleet in the harbor was 
cleared for action." 

A sjieciai cabinet meeting has been 
held at the palace to consider plans for 
completing the defence of the Darda 
nelles as proposed by the Russian 
general, Tscibatschefl', who insnected 
these fortiflcations some time ago, which 
was regarded as indicating an under- 
standing between Turkey and Russia for 
defensive purposes. 

Artim Pasha, Turkish under secretary 
of foreign affairs, has been instructed to 
acoompliah a ^conciliation of the gov- 
ernment with the Armenians, the means 
suggested being that the Armenians 
should send an address to the Sultan, 
praying for protection and asserting that 
the Armenians are always loyal, and 
that they condemn agitations.

Douffola Not lleocciipiert by the 
Natives— Conijiletely Desfcroyed 
by the Briti.sh Ships. 



MiowAU.^T, near Dongola, via Kerma- 
oii-the-Nile, Sept. 22. — It would appear 
from the rejiorts of tlie scouts who have 
been following the trail of the dervish 
forces which retreated from El Baf&r 
that an important and decisive battle 
for this stage of the campaign will be 
fought to-morrow morning, or a little 
later. The Anglo-Egy))tian expedition 
under the sirdar, Sir Herbert Kitchener, 
has arrived here and is now encamped 
awaiting the early dawn, in order to 
move upon the position occapied by the 
enemy. Miowarat is situated about fif- 
teen miles from Dongola, and unless the 
unexpected haiipens the power of the 
dervishes in the Dongola district will be 
thoroughly overthrown. 

Spies in the em|)loy of the iutelligeuce 
de|)artiuent who have returned from the 
camp of the Emir of Dongola, report 
tliat'Wad Bishara has decided to resist 
the Anglo-Egyptian advance to the ut- 
most, and has threatened with death any 
of his followers who retreat. When the 
last spy left his camp, Wad Bishara was 
busily engaged in building earthworks. 
He was, however, erecting them 
to face the river, uiuler the impression 
that the Anglo-Egyptian force was still 
on the east liank ot the Nile, wliereas it 
has crossed over the river and is atlviinc- 
ing upon him along the west bank. The 
dervishes will thus be taken on the left 
flank and in the rear, and the gunboats 
will attempt to cut oil their retreat 
southward. 

The report that Dongola has been ro- 
occujiied by the dervishes is incorrect. 
When the gunboats Tamai, Metenieh 
and Abuiiklea retreated from Dongola 
oil Sundiiy, alter landing a jiarty 
there and capturing the dervisli 
treasure and books, the step was taken 
in accordance with the orders of Sir 
Herbert Kitchener, who was well aware 
that the dervishes could not reach Don- 
gola in time to occupy it under ordinary 
circumstances, and that if they attempt- 
ed to do so he would be able to send the 
gunboats to the front again and prevent 
them from carryinu out their ))lan. 

The Abouklea this morning returned 
to Dongola and commenced bombarding 
the f.^rts. Fire was kept up upon them 
until they were di8ir,antled and the 
earth worus were rendered comparatively 
useless. Therefore even should der- 
vishes succeed in reoccupying the place 
they will find very little.to protect them 
against the fire ot -the Anglo-Egyptian 
forces. ■<

NANAIMO. 

Nanaimo, Sept. 22. — In the Supremo 
court chambers yesterday afternoon, be- 
fore Judge Harrison, aiiplicalioii for bail 
in the case of Kegina vs. Ivphraiin Itodi;- 
aon, for the murder of Louis Stark, was 
made by Mr. G. 1<\ Cane, Mr. F. McU. 
Young appearing for tlie Attorney-Gen- 
eral. The Judge refused to grant the 
application. 

On Saturday A. R. Iloyland, of tliis 
city, recorded a quartz claim in the 
Dunamuir district, beyond the Nanaimo 
laltes. Mr. lieyland believes he has 
something good. 

In the Free Press window are exhibit- 
ed specimens of quartz from the Little 
Codger and Ellen Ada claims in the Ni- 
tinat valley, in the All)i'rni district. The 
assay of the Little Codger rock irives $28 
in silver to tlie ton. The ledge has been 
sunk to a dejith of three feet, and the 
vein is at least two feet wide. No assay 
has yet been made on the lOlhin Ada, but 
it ia expected to prove even better than 
the Little Codger. The owners of these 
claims are Mt^ssrs.

Whatever It AT-iy Do to Protect Its Citizens 
It Will Not Interfere With • 
Foreign Politics. 

Washington, Sept. 22,— From time to 
time rumors have come from European 

sources to the oflect that the govern 
meat of tho United States lias signilieil 
its intoution to co-operate with one or 
more of the groat powers — those iiien- 
tioued being Great Britain and Italy — 
to uiiforeo refornia in tho Tiirkiah em- 
pire and prevent further attacks upon 
the Armenian Christians. To support 
the.-fe stories a routine movement ot 
two American cruisera has been twisted 
into an inteniletl hostile demonstration 
It can now be authoritatively stated that 
it is not contem))lated, nor has it been 
that this government in the slightest 
degree should depart from its time-hon- 
ored policy of refraining from interven- 
tion in European affairs, further 
than is necessary to protect Am- 
erican citizens, and even in pro- 
tecting our citizens any action taken 
will be absolutely independent of other 
powers. In the Brazilian revolution, 
the Chino-Japanese war, and in many 
other instances in tho past, the U. ,S, 
government, as a matter of prudence, 
baa nuiintainod a auflicient force near 
places where Americana reside in num- 
bers, to ensure their safety, but witli the 
political aspect of thia or any other Euro- 
pean queation there has not been nor 
will there beany intervention by the U 
S. government. 

KOREAN PROTECTORATE. 

Russia Assnmes the Position Occupied by 
China Before the War— Japan 
Practically Nowhere. 

London, Sept. 22.— The Timea ex 
urossea the belief that Russia and Jajian 
have agreed to a joint protectorate 
Korea, and Kuasia virtually take.a the 
position there that China held before the 
war. The l\ing oi Korea will ciuit the 
Russian legation, whore ho has been 
aince the aaaaaaination of the pro-.Ia|)an- 
eae ininiaters, and will return in triumpli 
to the palace. Thia arrangement, the 
Tiraea^saertg, will be carried out simul- 
taneously witti the Japanese evacuation 
of Korea. The Times editorially regards 
the arrangement as a great diplomatic 
victory for Bussia, 'J who," says the 
Tillies, " thereby obtains virtual ascend 
oiuy in Korean affairs, leaving Japan 
only a nominal share in the control with 
the bare satisfaction of saving appear- 
ancea and of gaining time for a fiiuil bit 
in the future. .Japan lias missed one of 
tho main objects of hor ambition by im 
patience and by an incapacity to deal 
with the Hitualiuu."

Company on His Way East 
to Be Tried. 

WiNNiPEo, Sept. 22 — (Special) — Jo- 
seph Kellert, detective, of Montreal, 
piiased through the city yesterday on his 
way East, having in charge Dr. H. B. 
Cameron who is wanted in Montreal to 
answer a charge of criminal libel. \V. 
Hogg is the eomjdainant. Cameron 
is a stockholder in tho Ciran 
ite Creek Mining Coinjiany, doing 
buainesB in British Columbia, and liog< 
is secretary-treasurer of the same com 
pany. It is alleged that Or. Cameron 
wrote and had printed for circulation 
slatonients charging Mr. Hogg with 
buying property at a cheap rate and 
ecllini^ it to the company at an advance, 
and also characteri/.i ng liim as a ac.oun- 
drel and a thief. The information was 
Bworn out in Jlontreal, and Kiillort 
found his man in one of tho mining 
camps in tho Rocky Mountains.

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The Dervish Stronghold Falls luto 
the Handa of the British 
Troops.

Keujia on- the Nim, Sept. 22. — Don 
golii has fallen, luid the nominal objec 
tive point ofjtlie BritiHli-Egyptian oxpe 
dition has been reai^hud. The river 
forces of the Brilish-K^jyptiiui expi'di- 
tion, i)ushiiiii up the N'ilefroai El llalir, 
landed a force at Iloiif^ola anil occupied 
that place before the ilerviah forces, re- 
treatini! from ICl llnlir, reacliecl that 
point. 101 Halir and Doiiirola are Iheru- 
lore both in llii^ IiuikIh of llio expedition, 
Avldle lifie derviah forces are somewhere 
between llieni, suekin^^ a refuj^e. 

On Saturday aiternooM — to resume the 
connected narratis'e of the exjjedilion — 
tlio lonn-ran^e lirinn continued between 
the dervialies on tlie west bank of the 
Nile and the expeditionary force on this 
aide. Tlie Maxim guns, with their 
sweeping hail of tire, did great execution 
in ttie dervish camps, wtifle the field and 
horse batteries never allowed the enemy 
to do auythint; with their batteries. 

Darlcneas put an end to the artillery 
duel across the Nile water, and atillneaa 
fell ui)on both (•ani)>s. TliO nii^lil was 
one of wailin;,', tliout-di the sileniieof llio 
deaerr was inu;e Ijroken l>y a discluirf^e 
from the Maxim unna on tliia side of the 
river. 

In the morning everyone was up at 
daybreak, anxious to know what change 
in the situation had developed during 
the uiglit, and v/!iat would in; the next 
move, ami eagerly scanning the enemy's 
camp across the river. There was no 
sign of life in the dervish works, but 
soon a commotion was perceived among 
the boats along' the bank, and a native 
in one of ttiem wns discerned in tlie act 
of waving sometliing, as tliough to signal 
•to this side of the river. 

The steamer Dal, of the expedition, 
thereupon proceeded to the west bank, 
where it was found that £1 Hafir had 
been evacuated by the enemy under 
cover of the niglil, and that not a der- 
vish figliting-man was left in sight. 
The (Uitaciiment on the l")al sent back to 
tiie camp on this side of tlie river 27 
boats, Nvliich liad been manned by 
native residents of 101 Halir and loaded 
with a great (juantity of grain. 

Tlie natives announced ihat the enemy 
had departed, and that Wad IJishara, 
the young emir of Dongola, who eom- 
mandetl the dervishes, was wounded in 
the previous day's light. A shell from 
an Egyptian battery burst in his tent, 
inllieting wonncis in the breast and 
head, the forinc^r l)eiiig a severe hurt. 

After tlie giiuliunts ui Lhe ex))edition 
had forc-'d tiieir way through past the 
forts at 101 Halir, and had proceefled to- 
ward Dongola, the dervishes apparently 
perceived tliat £1 Hafir was no longer 
the place for them, and they prep ired 
to depart. They buried as many ot their 
dead as they had time for; the rest were 
prepared with a stone round their necks 
and thrown into the Nile. 

Yesterday afternoon the news arrived 
herethatl.be steamers and gunboats of 
the expedition had readied Dongola and 
had landed a force, which immediately 
occupied lhe treasury and the Ciranstore, 
the principal strongholds of the town. 

This news was received with delight, 
as it is supposed that the enemy i.s now 
marching between here and Dongola in 
a much hampered condition, by reason 
of tlii^ number of their wounded. Their 
retreat along the river bank is threaten- 
ed by the steamers, which can destroy 
at any moment the food supply stored at 
Dongola, if they cannot hold the place 
against the retreating forces ot dervishes 
until the land forces of the expedition 
have advanced to co-operate with theui. 

The engagement at £1 Hafir seems to 
ihave altogether dismayed the dervishes, 
who placed great reliance upon the fort 
at that place. The artillery fire from 
this side of the river seems to have en- 
tirely disconcerted them, their batteries 
being destroyed as soon as the smoke 
from tliem indicated a target for the 
British and lOgyptiun gunners. 

As soon as the news of the evacuation 
of El Uafir was received, a correspond- 
ent of the Assooiated Press proceeded to 
cross the river and make a survey of the 
'enemy's position. It was found that 
their mud defences had been built with 
great<care, but the rifle trenches only 
perudtted the men very short and 
straight front fire protection. Mats were 
still strewn alongand within the trenches 
and in the straw shelters were the re- 
mainn (}i ihe carcases of sheep whicti 
had been kdleil for food. The dead had 
been buried or thrown into the river. 

Furth(!r south, on tlie river bank, was 
found the biggest Inittery. This contain- 
ed live .embrasures for guns — three in 
front and two at the sides. This battery 
had bei^',1 terrilily knocked about by the 
.artillery lire from the east bank and ironi 
the steamers. 

Still further south was a big entronch- 
nieiit fin;i n^ toward the north aii<l the 
Nile. There was noticed the same sys- 
tem of idercing the wall in such a way 
as to allow firing only in one direction. 
In this entrenchment it was apparent 
that the riflemen had made a pliuiky re- 
Bistance, StayiuK in the trendies all day 
and eating where tlu y lay, as was evi- 
denced by the (piantity of dates and 
water-gourds lying about. 

The native residents of El Hafir wel- 
comed the appearance of tho expedition, 
and seem to regard the advance as 
asBurarHui of a deliverance from the rule 
of the Ivhalila and the Baggaras, the 
IChalifa's native tribe, wlio have exer- 
cised a cruel tlomination over the Nile 
tribes. 

Bisliara, the dervish commaiidtir, was 
wounded ttlxjut noon and was immedi- 
ately carried out of range of the fire, re- 
peatedly exclaiming, " Allah is against 
me." 

Wad Bishara decided to evacuate dur- 
ing tliB night. He was able to remove 
his guns, but be was forced to leave be- 
hind a great quantity of ammamition. 
The dervish steamer, which was sunk 
by the exjiedition's horse battery, was 
said to liave been loaded with ammuni- 
tion nnri guns. 

At 0:30 o'clock the troops of the ex-

pedition began crossing the river. Mc- 
Donald's brigade w!i8 the first over, and 
the soldiers were met with the wildest 
signs of delieht by the natives. They 
shoutoJ in a frenisted manner and danced 
about the troops, singing and shouting 
like lunatics. 

The lirat use made of the captured 
dervish boats was to traiisjiort tho 
Second brigade to h'A Halir, whicli is a 
Very fertile spot, oli'ering iilenty of trreen 
herbage for the animals, a pleasing con- 
trast to thu rouirli rocks and desert SJ.nds 
of much of the march . 

Owing to the lack of a siii ply of tele- 
grapli cable to lay in tlie Nile, the ter- 
minus of the held telegraph still remains 
at ICermii, on the east bank. 

Tlie losses of the expedition were only 
live wouiuled, tlespite the enemy's hot 
fire. The field horse battery and the 
mini who liandlod the Maxim guns had 
an especially liot corner. lliiriiiL' the 
engagement, the men lunched behiiK' 
any shelter that eould be devised. 

The Miixini guns were manned by the 
Connauglit Hangers, and the Tenth bat 
talion were ranged along the bank of the 
river. They tired three rounds at the 
enemy. 

It is the general iinpreseioii here that 
the dervishes will not make any further 
stand. It is evident that Wad Biahara 
had brouirlit up all his ell'ective force 
from Dongola, intending to make a stand 
at El llatir. Even if he is alile to re- 
cover Dongola from the river force of the 
expedition which has occiijiied it, it is 
nut considered i)ostible that he ehoidd 
make a stand against the advance of the 
cumbinetl laml and river forces. 

One of the most striking things noted 
during the light was the long range of 
the enemy's Remington rifles. At a dis- 
tance of 3 ,200 yards they were able to do 
a deal of damage, and some of their bul- 
lets struck ut least 2,000 yards from the 
point of firing. 

El Hafib, via Kerma-on-the-Nile, 
Sept. 22. — The following official details 
of the capture of Dongola, the dervish 
stronghold,- have been obtained: The 
gunboats engaged in the capture of Don- 
gola were the Tauiai, commandid by 
liougeinoiit alter N'aval Counnander 
Uolville was wounded ; the .•Vhoiikeler, 
cminianded by heatty ; and the Matein- 
meh, commanded by Oldlield. They 
arrived here lute in the afternoon. 
Commander Beatty, who assumed the 
(ujinniand of the three gunboats, reports 
as loliow.s : 

" We arrived at f5ongola early in the 
min ning, and made fast to theeast bank. 
By this time Colville was able to resume 
command, and the operations against 
Dongola began witti bombarding at 300 
yards range. We immediately per- 
ceived tliat Dongola wag not defeniled, 
and a force was landed, which cjiptured 
a quantity of treasure, all the dervish 
books, and also seven groin laden boats. 

" I was now able to see the effect of 
the dervish firing on the boats. The 
Matemmeh was struck bv one shell, 
which injured her gun Sctinws and her 
boilers, breaking the safety valve. The 
dervislies' rillt; lire was essentially good. 
The wooden parte of the upper decks 
were simply riddled, and the sides nf 
all the gunboats showed hundreds of 
hits. 

" Beatty received a bullet tliniugh his 
helmet, anil armorer Richardson was 
wiiunded in the body, lie has since 
died. On board the Tainai five men 
were wounded ; on the Aboukeler six 
men were wounded, and one man was 
wounded on the Matemmeh. Com- 
mander Colville is recovering." 

At the time Wad Bishara was wounded 
he had just received a letter from the 
Ivhalifa, and ordered out of his tent 
everyboily except the messenger who 
had brought it and two blacks. Shortly 
afterwarti a Hhell from one of the gun- 
!)oats burst in the tent, killing the nies- 
senger and the two blacks, and wound- 
inn the derviah leader in the chest and 
head. 

The main body of Aiiglo-lOgvptian 
troops, un<lnr Sir Herbert Kitchener, 
started for Dongola cn Monday night. 

It is reported tliat Wad Bishara, the 
commander of the dorvisli forces, has 
reached the vicinity of Dongola on his 
retreat from this place, and is preparing 
to oppose the Egyptian advance. Wad 
Bishara'e wounds are severe, but not 
mortal. The dervish troops are desert- 
ing in large numbers to the lOgyptians. 

Major Jackson's battalion has found 
in the desert an enormous quantity of 
ammunition, including a number of 
boxes of Nordeufeld ammunition that 
are known to buvo Ijelonged to Hicks 
I'.isha's ill-fated force, wliich was an- 
nihilated in tlie interior of the Soudan 
in the former war with the Mahdi. 

U.Miio, Sent. 22.— Sir Herhert ICiclien- 
er telegraphed yesterday that the gun- 
boats of the Dritish expedition to Don- 
gola returned to Kerina yester'liiy after- 
noon and reported thev saw but der- 
vishes at Dongola, wdio lied when fire 
was opene I upon IIkmii. The party 
landetl from the gunboats and ascertain- 
ed that only women and old men had 
been left in camp. No further trace of 
the enemy was seen on the return 
journey. 

The gunboats captured several boats, 
one of which contained the dervish 
treasury, records and money. Sir Her- 
hert Kitchener has sent to Wad Bish- 
ara, me defeated Emir of Dongola, a 
messaL'c calling upon him to surrender, 
and offering him pardon for himself and 
followers. 

All the troopH o[ the Aiiglo-lO^ryptian 
expedition havu now crossed to ilu; west 
hank of theXile, except the cavalry and 
camel corps.

bled unreservedly endorses the platform 
adopted by the Democratic, party at the 
national convention held at Chicago on 
July 7, and cordially ajijiroves the nom- 
inations there made, ple(l(,'cs William J. 
Bryan and Arthur Sewall its hearty and 
active support," etc. Senator Hill was 
one of the men who managed the Con- 
vention. Ue therefore, after a short 
period of wobbling, has taken the side 
of free silver. It goes without saying 
that the strongest and most uncom- 
proiniaing opjionents of the nominees of 
the Democratic state convention will be 
men who have been all their lives Dem- 
ocrats. The Democratic party of the 
States will be divided into three sec- 
tions: the Democrats who have made 
up their minds to vote for Mr. McKinley 
and to do all they can to promote his re- 
turn; the Democrats who will vote for 
the nominees of the Indianapolis conven- 
tion, Palmer and Buckner; and the Dem- 
ocrata who will vote for the free Eilver 
candidates of their party, Bryan and 
Sewell. Victory for a party so diviiled 
'ia, onewoukl think, an impossibility.

DREADFUL DESTITUTION. 

There are, no doubt, many in this 
country who would like to know the 
exact truth as to the condition of the 
Armenians in those distriotB which have 
been the scene of massacre and outrage. 
If the accounts of their treatment at tiie 
hands of the Turks and Kurds are true 
it is a wonder to many how they nianagii 
to live at all. That the districts aro nut 
completely depoiiulated, utterly desolate, 
some may not unreasonably conclude is 
evidence that the accounts of oppression 
and wrong and murder that have reached 
us cannot be strictly true. The narrators 
of the story of the Artnenian atrocities 
must have exaggeraknl, for no ])eo])lo 
could have survived a continuation of 
such horrible tyn'.nny and lawlossnes.o. 
What is wanted ia a witness of whose 
disinterestedness- and whose truthful- 
ness there can be no doubt who has an 
intimate knowledge of the present state 
of the persecuted and oppressed Eastern 
Christians. 

There in such a witnesa at jjrosent on 
this side of the Atlantic, ono who 
went among the Armeniana to re- 
lieve their necessities, to feed them 
and clothe them and to help them 
in other ways. This witness is a 
woman. As to the causes of the suffer- 
ings of the people she crossed the ocean 
to relieve, she will not say one word. 
On the i)oliticaI as])cct of the Armenian 
case she is literally dumb. She has not 
a word of criticism to utter with regard 
to the course pursued by the Turkish 
Government in Armenia. But as to the 
present condition of its unfortunate and 
most unhappy i)eople she says a great 
deal. 

The name of this witness is Clara 
Uarton. She is President of the Red 
Cross Society.' She returned from 
her mission of mercy on the 
12th of the present month. 
"The problem which will confront the 
civilized world next winter," ahe said' 
"is whether it will permit these poor 
persons to starve to death. It is one 
which demands immediate answering. 
Ttio world has this responsibility upon 
its hands." "To what extent," in- 
quired the interviewer, "are the Armen- 
ians destitute?" This was her answer: 

" They are as destitute sis thouj^h you 
were taken up and placed in the middle 
of a desert without anything iibout you 
to support life save those tilings which 
you mii;ht secure by your inuuediate 
toil without any natural environment. 
The Armenians are starving. They 
h;ive been (leprived_ of their tiumes, of 
tlioir clothing ; where they kept little 
shops their tools of trade have been tak- 
en from them. The cattle have been 
driven from their fields ; no sheep, no 
fowl is left for them to subsist upon ; 
their fields have been swept so that they 
have nothing for their granaries. Eur- 
ope and America have the problem to 
solve whether they shall allow this peo- 
ple .luring the next winter to starve." 

Here is a vivid picture of utter 
destitution. The story of the jiress- 
ing need of the .\rnienians for help 
could not have been more strik- 
ingly or more fully told in a 
volume than it is in these few lines. 
The reader can imagine for himself or 
herself the kind of rule that reduced the 
Armenians to this dreadful and mofit 
])itiable condition. Miss Barton tells no 
liarr(.)wing tale of Turkish (cruelty and 
Kurdish rapacity. Sue describes the 
actual condition of the people and leaves 
those who hear and read her words to 
draw their own conclusions. The ob- 
ject she has in view is not vengeance, it 
is not cvon justice. She wants to get 
hell) for these destitute Armenians, and 
in order to do this ellcv'tivi'l y siie reso- 
lutely keeps all other considerations out 
of view. The first thing and the great 
thing is to feed and clothe 
them and put them in the way 
of getting a snbsistenue by their 
own exertions. Miss Barton is not a 
politician or a revolutionist in jietticoate. 
She is a big-hearted and tender-hearted 
woman who, when she sees suffering, is 
unhappy until she has done what she 
can to relieve it, and we are greatly mis- 
taken if her simple but very powerful 
appeal does not meet with a prompt and 
a generous response in every land in 
which the English language is spoken. 

It is but fair to say that H\m Barton 
iu her work of relieving the suffering Ar- 
menians was helped and not obstructed 
by Turkish ofiScials. She speaks in the 
highest terms of Tewfik Pasha, the prime 
minister. He treated her with the 
greatest courtesy and consideration, and 
gave her and tho society which she 
represented every facility for travel, 
and she added: " IIo gave directions 
that whenever there was any danger the 
agents should be properly protected and 
that thoy should not be interfered with 
in any way." She, too, was nt some 
l)ains to correct the impression that she 
and her associates were obstructed by 
Turkish authoritien in tho distribution 
of relief. Tho reports to that effect tliat 
appeared -in the newspapers were not 
true. Dr. JH&bbellffbSte testimony to 



nervous condition of „the hunted./Tnd 
tortured ' survivors. Hesaid: V • ' ^ 

'•There was at no time any seinblance 
of interference. The oflicials pCTmi|ted', 
to choose our own routes and Save 
advice only when it was asked. The 
evidences of suffering, of great destitu- 
tion, of the most abject fear were appar- 
ent on every hand. Tlio unforliinate 
Armenians are actually afraid of their 
own shadows. They never seem to know 
whether they will live the day out with- 
out some experience of violence. They 
have sunk because of their experiences, 
into a condition of almost helpless leth- 
argy." 

The messengers of mercy did not say 
anything of tho treatment that brought 
tho Armenians to this unhappy con- 
dition — that had made existence to the 
Armenians torture, but it is just such a 
condition as one might expect a people 
to be in who has suffered so much and 
had witnessed such unspcakaljle horrors 
as wo have read in the accounts from 
Armenia. Tho bearing of tho people is 
as strong evidence as could be adduced 
of the truth of those accounts.

R. & N. Liner " Chitta- 
goug " Held Prisoner at Ten- 
Mile Point. 



Expectations That She Will Float 
Without Assistance at High 
Tide To-day. 



Tlie mournful tolling of tho log bell at 
the entrance to Vi(^toria harbor has Ijc- 
come a familiar though hateful sound 
during the ,()ast few days, and yester- 
day's weather was unanimously voted 
tho dirtiest yet by the few navigators 
who did succeed in making port. Tlie 
Empress struck the dani)), grey bank at 
the entrance to the Straits and felt her 
way under slow speed all the way to 
dock, while even the reliable Rosalie 
and Kingston experienced some little 
difliculty ill findintr their course in. The 
Progressist decided to await clearer 
weather in the safe anchorage of Royal 
Roads; the Joan did not get away until 
afternoon, and the Charmer did not ven- 
ture out of Vancouver on her return trip 
— while the Yosemite, which left the 
Eraser Monday afternoon, has not yet 
made her appearance. 

The most's'eriouB mishap yet reported, 
b.owever, and directiv attributable to the 
fog bofel tho big O. R. .\. liner Chitta- 
gong, and as a result that vessel is at 
|)reaent hanging by the none on Ten 
iMile point, at the entrance to Cudboro 
bay, waiting for the high tide of this 
morning to float her again. 

She hail loaded at Portland a full car- 
go of Hour and bark, the latter on top, 
and was when the niisliap occurred on 
lier way toComox for fuel coal to carry 
her back to the Orient. At the time 
Captain Hughes was off duty, haviiiii 
temporarily resigned the command to 
Captain Corfield, his first otlicer, with 
the intention of picking up the sliip as 
she passed outward after coaling. 

Considerable trou hie was experienced 
with the fog all the way up from the 
Columbia and passing the Race and Vic- 
toria Monday night it was too thick for 
tho looked-for pilot to locate the ship or 
the officers of the steamer to locate the 
pilot. Under these circumstances Cap- 
tain Corlield was proceeding at dead 
slow speed — with just enough way on to 
keep the engines turning over — taking 
regular soundings as he advanced. 

Ten minutes before the steamer struck, 
the lead found (12 fathoms of water. 
The next thing was a sharp 
concussion, and the big freighter 
piled uj) on the ledge of rocks just above 
Ten-Mile jioint, bow on and listing a 
triilo to jiort. The engines were im- 
mediately reversed, but the vessel was 
held by her weight and could not be 
moved. Several attempts were made to 
free her by the use of the engines, but 
all were ineffectual, and so Captain 
Corfield came to town and reported his 
prcdicamenc to Captain Ciaudin, the 
agent of the marine department, by 
whom he was advised to lighten his 
ship furward as much as possible until 
it could be ascertained how firmly she 
was held. 

Returning to the steamer the young 
Hkii>i)er found lier resting on an 
almost even keel, held about six feet 
from the bow and swingingeasily. Wiien 
the cargo, fortunately light, had been 
shilti^il alt she hung by the nose only, 
and it is generally believed that she will 
lloat oir without assistance at high tide, 
wliich will Ije about 5. this morning — the 
tide having been just at the turn and 
low when she went on. Should she re- 
quire assistance during the night it can 
be readily obtained, the steamer Van- 
couver with two Bcowa having stood by 
yesterday evening to await develop- 
ments. 

As snou as the news of the stranding 
was [Hissed aioni; I he waterfront the Sadie 
starti^l out on speculation for the scene of 
tlic Chittagong's niisailventure. This 
had biMiu wrongly described as Trial 
island, and so the little steamer's (luest 
was fruitless.

Oak bay and Fulford reef, and 
failing to get any news of ttie distressed 
steamer returned to port convinced that 
the Cliittagong had floated oil' and pro- 
ceeded to the mines. In the meanwhile 
that steamer was at Ten Mile Point, 
hanging with her stern almost in the 
I)ath of coasters, in fog so dense that the 
slioro line could not be made out 
through it. 

The Cliittagong is one of the best 
known regular lino freighters visiting 
these waters — an iron screw steamer of 
1,241 tons, rated 100 Al in Lloyds, and 
owned by Peter Henderson & Co., of 
Glasgow. She ia 15 years old and for 
some time past has been under charter 
totheO. R. & K. Company and em- 
ployed by them in their American-Ori- 
ental service. 



ACCIDENTALIiY SHOT. 

Coroner's Jury on the Death of Young 
Holmes Kecomincnds That Minors Be 
Not Allowed to Carry Firearnib. 

Tho unfortunate lad .Tames Henry 
Holmes, who was accidentally shot by a 
young companion on Sunday, died yes- 
terday morning at 1 o'clock al the Jubi- 
lee hospital. Later in the day an iiuiuest 
was held by Dr. Cronijitoa the coroner, 
the facts brought out showing how 
necessary it is tO prevent by every pos- 
sible means inexperienced young boys 
from having possession of firearms. So 
strongly were the jury impressed with 
this idea that they brought in a verdict 
recommending that youths under IS be 
not allowed to carry firearms. 

i3y the evidence at the inquest it ap- 
pears that Holmes, who was 13 years of 
age; was out with a 11 year old companion 
Archie Smith, on Sunday morning near 
the residence of Holmes' father on tho 
Gordon Head road. Young Smith had 
in his possession an old 22-calibre re- 
volver, rusty and somewhat out of order ; 
nut the lads decided to do some shoot- 
ing with it. Smith had no cartridges 
for his pistol, but Holmes, who had a 22- 
calibre rille at his home, though he was 
never allowed to use it unless his father 
was with him, undertook to get some of 
the cartridges. This he did, and the 
ritlo cartridges being somewhat larger in 
the case than the pistol chamber the 
boys scraped them down and hammered 
one or two into the revolver chambers. 
\'oung Smith was holding the weapon 
when it suddenly went off, the bullet 
striking Holmes in the abdomen and 
cutting two of the larger intestines. The 
wounded boy was able to walk home and 
was as soon as possible taken to the 
.Jubilee hospital, where as .already Stated 
he died yesterday morning. 

The jury after considering the evidence 
found that ".lames Henry Holmes came 
to his death by the accidental discharge 
of a revolver in the hands of Archie 
Smith on Sunday morning, September 
'.'.0, near the residence of the deceased 
boy's father on the Gordon Head road. 
We deplore," tho linding continued, 
" the number of accidents that happen 
in the use of firearms by minors, and 
strongly recommend that the legislature 
take measures to make the carrying of 
li I earms illegal by persons under the 
age of eighteen."

JJortLeni Prefecture!) DevaEjtafetl by 
Earthquake and FIoocl With 
Terrible Fatal ItT, 



Ten Tliousand IJiiihliiis-s Hoportod 
Destroyt'il— A Victofiiiii's Uu-' 
plcusaiit Exiiei'ieiice. 



The empire of Japan, from all recent 
reports ol its suocesaive ciilaiiiitiua, ap- 
pears to have replaced i)Oor old Ireland 
as the " most diatresaful" country on the 
face of the green globe. It was only in 
mid-June that the Noithern provinces 
were swept by anusiprecedented seismic 
wave that depopiiiiited entire \'illau;e8 
and caused a loss of upwards of oD, 000 
human lives. Then followed au eiirth- 
quako which added to the terrible fatal- 
ity, and theu famine and pestilence cou- 
aequent upon the destruction of tlie 
crops by the tidal wave and the inability 
of the survivors of that horror to proper- 
ly inter all their dead. 

And now it is storm and flood that is 
devastating; the unhappy land, and ol 
wliicli the iMiipress of India, iirrivinK 
yesterday, brings jiarticiilars. This lat- 
est disaster was heralded by a typhoon 
■which set in on tlio iird in.stant, doinj; 
consitleralilu damage to sliip]>iiit; in thu 
neigbliorliood of K<jbe, and washing; out 
the railway lines at various important 
points. The ruin wrouj^ht in Kobe ai;.i 
vicinity by the storm and tiie lollowinj; 
flood, included the deatrnetioii of more 
tlian 1,000 houses, the an l)iner^'inf; or 
carrying away of oliO more, and tlio liill- 
ing or seriously injuring of DO persons. 
In Osaka the details of thu 
disaster' were reported as: 
" Submerged, 2,464 houses, factories, 
341 wareiiousea, 3 temples and shrines 
and 8 workshops; carried away, 15 
houses, 1 shed and 3 workshops; wholly 
wrecked, -145 houses, 107 factories, Kil 
warehouses, etc.; partly -wrecked, 1515 
houses, 15 factories, 187 warehouses, iiG 
worksliops and l> hospitals; damajred, 
G,017 liougi's, '>S fiielories. Oil" ware- 
houses, slioda anil ataliles, JJS temples 
and elirines, 1 seboolbouse, work- 
shojjs, li yose, 1 theatre and 1 lioei)ital ; 
four hundred acres of lields siibmerued ; 
20 enil)ankment8 destroyed; 12 bridiips 
waalietl away ; 1-15 chiniiieya wholly and 
partly wreckeil ; S telegraph poles carried 
away"; 24 persons killed and 6 injured ; 
80 junks damaged and suuk." 

Truly the Japanese are a great people 
for statistics. 

Latest rejiorts to theAsalu estimate 
the damage by the typhoon at 2, 0(57 
houses destroyed, 121 houses carried 
away and 83 persons killed in Tsu, Miye 
Prefecture, and 4,300 houses destroyed, 
4,800 houses damaged and 23 casualties 
in Gifu. The villages along the sea 
coast in Miye Prefecture was devastated 
by a tidal wave about 20 feet high, 
caused by the typhoon.. Tlurty persons 
were killed and 35 wounded ; 172 lionses 
were carried away, and 4,'1()0 houses de- 
stroyed and damajjed. Great daiiuige 
was caused to nelds and embankments in 
this locality, In Akita prefecture the 
disaster was varied with the adiiition of 
an earthquake which reaulted in the loss 
of 40 lives and great diujiage to houses 
and crops, the city of Akita being 

Sractically destroyed in its entirety. In 
liyagi prefecture twelve houaea and 
one embankment were destroyed, and 
in Iwate many honses were destroyed 
and a large number of persona injured. 
Railway traffic was interrupted for a 
period of five days. 

According to the Asahi the greatest 
distress was occasioned in Rokugo, Aki 
to prefecture, where 619 hou.sea were de 
Btroyed and 119 damnged out of 820 
houses, the total number of buildings in 
the town. None of the dwellings that 
escaped destruction are haljitable, and 
110 building was left to afford shelter for 
the wounded. Forty-four temples and 
shrines, and over eight hundred anil fif- 
ty warehouses (dozo) wore also complete- 
ly wrecked, while 62 persons were killeil 
and injured. The godowns in which pro- 
visions were stored having been wreck- 
ed, there was no food available for the 
Buffe^ers, and extreme confusion and 
hardship prevailed for a day or two un- 
til help arrived from otiier districts. 
Temporary sbeltars were bnilt, hut these 
were biongbt down by the second sliocl; 
on the 3rd. Hospital hands from Aki- 
ta, and other (jtlicnds are now iinrtl at 
work to relieve the sr.fl'ei-ers. 

Another reiiort announces that the 
dannige in Akita prefecture so far as as- 
certained is: 3,820 houses deatroyed, 
3,(il0 houses partly wrecked, 171 persons 
killed and 157 injured. It is also report- 
ed that twenty-four medical ofli.:era and 
nurses from the Red Cross lioapital have 
left Tokyo for Akita. The Cbuivo say.s 
the estimated expenditure of the goverii- 
ment for repairing public roads and 
river embankments aamaKed by the 
typhoon was yen 4,600,000, but the sub- 
sequent floods and the earthquako in- 
creased the amount to yen 7,000,000, of 
which yen 3,200,000 is" to be spent on 
immediate repairs. The rain-fall in 
Ilikone during the three days from Sep- 
teml)er (1 to September 8, was at tlie rate 
of 37,700 gallons per acre in tw(!iity- 
four bouifi. Aa far us reconUnl sncli an 
enormous down-pour has occurred only 
twice before, once in 1889 in Wakayama 
prefecture, and again in 1893 in Tottori 
prefecture, 

Mr. T. M. Ilenderson, of this city, 
who retuined home by the Empress, 
had the opportunity of visiting the 
afflicted district, and says that the iin- 
aKination could not picture ttie desola- 
tion prevailing there, nor could Vic- 
torians comprehend the saverity of tlu- 
rainstorm. In order to catch tiie 
steamer which bore him home be w.w 
obliged to make a thirty-mil© jourm y 
by 'rickshaw through one corner of r bc 
Bubrnerged country, the water being the 
greater part of the time up to the kn(\'s 
of the carriers, while frequently the 
'rickshaw had to bo lifted shoulder high 
to kt ap its occupant from the water.

NATURAL HISTORY SOCIETY. 

Local Weather Predictions May Be Looked 
For in the Nenr Future. 

Ther<i was a largely attended meeting 
of thcNamral History Society last even- 
ing, wlien donations were received from 
])r, flasoll. Dr. Newcomlje, and Messrs. 
.Tainea DciUis a-id Iv liayocs-Keed. Mr. 
ilaslintis reported the discoveiy ofaiiia- 
toini' Hung in these waters, dreilged by 
the .Society, which hitherto had only 
been found in fossil .stale in Jajian wa- 
ters. l>r, Newcombe re:id aaec:tioiia! r(!- 
port on recent giH)liigit:al work of the 
.Society, and au interesting aildress was 
made by Mr. Hayues-Keed on the scopt' 
and work of the local meteorological 
station and the system as universally 
applied, allowing its wonderful ramifi- 
cations and the perfection of detail 
which characterizes its operations. It 
was recognized in the commercial world 
aa a great utilitarian agent. The system 
along the Coast and in British Oolumbia 
was gradually being extended and 
its uaefuliiesa enlarged until soon, 
ho hojuul, daily local predictions 
could he made and issued as 
in the Kast ami South. This he ex- 
plained was the station farthest north 
and west (ui the continent, and therefore 
special interest attached to the observa- 
tions. He ivited members of the society 
to note apec'ial i)henomena, m;d<ing re- 
cord of lime and i)lace, and conimiud- 
cate Willi him, as in the niuUiplicily ol 
data alone could certiiiii central facts 
1)0 firmly estahlialie'l. Mr. ISaynes KcimI 
promised a paper on the aul)Ject of local 
weather observations at a future meet- 
ing. 

Mr. .Macbin, a gentleman who has a 
twenty-live years' cxiierience in Cali- 
foruiti as a fruit anil entomological ex- 
liert, gav(! ;i short addresa and will hiter, 
after gainint; some local experience, 
favor the society with a jiaper on fruits 
and fruit pests. Several new memberB 
were elected and several ju-oposed for 
niemhership. \t llie next meeting Mr. 
Hastings, who is a specialist in that line, 
will give a demonstration of animal and 
vegetable crystals with the polariscope. 

THP: GLOUCESTElT epidemic. 

To Tiin ICniToii : — Lack of tune has 
prevented tin earlier reference to your 
eilitorial of last Saturday on the above 
subject. May I be allowed to point out 
that vour article begs the entire ques- 
tion, for it. assumes that neglect of vac- 
cination was the sole cauee of the epi- 
ileniic. Now, until about ten years ago, 
Cdoucester was a well vaccinated town, 
ami surely no one will contend that in 
stieli a short time it could liave liecome 
in any sense ill-vaccinated; only (diil- 
dren under ten could possibly be affect- 
ed. Hut no attempt is made to jirove 
that they alone sull'ered, and as a matter 
of fact they did not. -Again, it is 
a fact tlmt the epidemic began 
with a vaccinated case, which was fol- 
lowed by live others, all vaccinated, be- 
fore a single unvacciuated ]ierson took 
the disease. It seeiiia rather hnmorouH, 
when one comes to think of it, that in 
consecjuence of recent neglect of vaccin- 
ation, Gloucester eliould' have to de- 
pend on no less than six vaccinated 
cases to give a fair start to her epidemic. 
Further, the management of the hos- 
pital was so inadequate that, to quote 
one authority, " accounts of the patients 
being stowed three in a bed can no 
longer be denied." Small wonder then 
that the death rate in tlie hospital was 
nearly (iO jier cent, higlier than incuses 
treated at home. 

Your article refers impressively to 
Clluiicester as if its experience were 
unique, as if smallpox had never in- 
vatied a well vaccinated town. But, if 
you will permit me, I shall paraphrase 
its opening sentences: There was in 
Great Britain, in the year of grace 1894, 
a signal example of the danger to a com- 
munity of efficient vaccination. In the 
town of Willenhall there arose many 
years ago a prejudice in favor of vaccina- 
tion. So general did this becomte that 
the oeople were— as has been irrev- 
erently said— vaccinated up to the 
roots of their hair. Yet, mirabile dictu, 
this did not pave them from a 
smallpox epiileinit; of 842 cases 
<jut of a iiopniation of 17,()S4, , and 
most of them vaccinated, too. This 
is cousiderablv less than the po])ulatioii 
of Victoria, and one can but faintly im- 
agine tlie S(uisation tbatwould be cau-ed 
by uiiwarda of 800 cases in our midst. 1 
may add that, witliiii (piite recent years, 
tliere have lieen more or less serious 
epidemics of smallpox in Manchester, 
Liverpool, Bristtd, Sliellield, Birming- 
haiii, fjoudon and other important cities 
and towns, all highly vaccinated, ami 
idi of course treated with grim silence 
by the medical press, while its allusions 
to ( iloucester have been uttered in trum- 
pet tones. 

in our own experience, four years ago, 
the connection between the .lohnson 
street ravine and ainallpox cases was 
iioticeil by careful (jbst rvers. So it has 
eviir beiMi in Ihigland, or indeed any- 
where else. Given an epi<leniic of sinal'i- 
po.x and an nnsiuiitary locality, and 
therc! you will limi where the disease 
presses hardest, vuci;ination or im. It 
all goes to prove that vaccination wil b- 
out aanitatioii is |)ou('rleas to deal with' 
siiuill|)OX, while sanitation without vac- 
cination is potent to avert an attack or, 
if it aliould unf(jrlunately come, to stamp 
it out with [iromptitude and despatch.

T, .Jellies ri! the loss of tlie Tomiuin. I

I"h(- book menlioneil ia in the iirovincial 
library, where I am sure it can be seen 
by aiiplying to the librarian. That the 
Ton(]uin was blown up is, I think, ad- 
tnittedbyall interested iu her history, 
but where the disaster took place is not 
even yet clearly settled to everybody's 
satiafaction. For my own part, from 
what I heard from llie Indians at Clavo- 
tpiot and Iro.ii Rev. A . ,1. Brabanlj of 
Ilesijuiot, a gentleman -.veil actpiaintetl 
with the Indians, their language and 
Iraditiona, I am certain the scene of llie 
disaster was in what is now known as 
Templar channel, leading into Clayo- 
({uot Sound.

Mr. George Bowack ia a New 
York commercial man who has been 
doing businesa in China; Mr. S. Dean 
and Mr. A. Vidal and party come from 
Manilla, the former being a prominent 
resident of tlie island, while the latter is 
a wealthv Spanish gentleman travelling 
with his family for reat and recreation. 
Shanghai ia represented on the list by 
Mr. Rudolph Metz, Mr. Robert Touza- 
lin, Mr. E. White Ca leadine tea mer- 
chant). Miss L. M. White, Mr. E. Styp- 
mann, Mr. J. Seymour and children, 
and Aliss I. A. Skinner. The latter lady, 
as well as Ilev. and Mrs, E. F. Tatuai, 
has been engaged in missionary work in 
China and ia now returning on a visit to 
friends in America. Jlrs. Netland, too, 
has seen active service in the foreign 
mission lield, and ia on her way 
to her home in America with 
her two children, her husband having 
died of cholera at orio of the [)orta' oidy 
about four weeks ago. Mr. Giles Whit- 
ing, the prominent New York architect, 
and Mr. M. T. H. Joseph, his travelling 
companion, return from an interesting 
Oriental tour ; while the other saloon 
passengers are Mr, T. M. Henderson, of 
Victoria, Mr. Stanley Loathes, ilr. .1.

TYNAN'S STATEMENT. 

Claims American Citizenship— Was Travel- 
ling in Europe and H.id No Connec- 
tion Witli Political I>IattLTS. 

Paris, Sei)t. '22. — The U. S. ambassa- 
dor to France, .laniea B. Eustis, has re- 
ceived a letter from P. ,1. Tynan dated 
Tuesday last. Ho says he arrived in the 
United States in March 1883, that 
shortly after England demanded 
his extradition, which was refused. 
In 1S88, ho waa naturalized by 
Judge Daly. lie now reaides, ho says, 
on the Hudson. Referring to his pre- 
sence ill France, he states that he left 
New Vork on a lOuropean tour, and Ijo- 
ing informed that be waa being shadow- 
ed by a Scotland Yard <letei;tive, 
travelled under an assumed name. 
Ho went to Italy, Belgium 
and France, and waa booked to 
return to New Vork bj' the Saale, 
sailing from Cherbourg on Soptemlier 
30. Further, Tynan pledges his honor 
that he has not taken part in any aliair 
of a jiolitical nature while in France, 
l ie appeal to Mr. Eustis to interccle 
with the French government not to sur- 
render him to England, as such a sur- 
render, he adds, means certain death to 
him. 

In conclusion, Tynan wrote: "lam 
sure that the gallant nation to which 
Irishmen gave FontenSy to bhizen on 
their banners, will not help England by 
my surrender. If you will graciously 
urge my recpieat. Your Excellency, upon 
the French government, you will not 
only receive my thanks but that of mil- 
liona of the Irish all over the globe." 
Mr. Eustia immediately notilied the 
French government of the receipt of the 
letter and of the fact that Tynan is an 
American citizen.

Aiiotliei' Long Sitting at , \ 
the City Hall. , aj- v 



Building Inspector Northcbtt Gives 
Evidence— Mr.- Wilson's Ex- 
amination Finislied. 



The civic inquiry into the detects in 
the North AVard schoo^building was con- 
tinued last night by the special commit- 
tee of aldermen. After finishing up the 
evidence of Mr. W. ividgway Wilson, 
begun at the jirevioua meeting, and 
examining INIr. W. W. Nortlicott, the 
buihling inspector, the committee ad- 
journed till to-morrow (Thursday) even- 
ing. 

Mr. VV. Ridgwiiy Wilson in continuing 
his evidence stated that he would like to 
coirect a misunderstanding of his 
answer to a question at the last meeting. 
Ilia statement then that the arrange- 
ment of walla was good, referred to the 
plans, but not to the btiililing itself. At 
the request of the witness his rei)ort to 
the school trustees, dated September 8, 
was read . It dealt in detail with tl)e 
dill'ereut parts of the Structure, the re- 
port on the brickwork stating: 

"The brickwork is not in external lin- 
isli as good as it should be, namely, of 
liard picked bricks, of even shape and 
color, laid with inch joint, finished 
with a ruled b'jtid jointed and left clean 
and straight, having, on the contrary, 
the aiqieaiance of a rough class of work, 
with joints from inch to one inch or 
more in tliickiiess. Of ct)urHe this alone 
does not necessarily impair the strength 
of the work, which shows no signs of 
weakness except at the top where the 
wall received an utuiatural lateral jiress- 
uro from the roof, but on inilling down 
the damaged work, aa iMojioBed in niy 
report of August 27, I found the interior 
of the wall thrown together in such a 
manner that it ia a \vonder it stood the 
strain so well, the cavity being mostly 
nearer three inches than two inches aa 
called for, and having an insufficient 
number of anchors, many of which were 
(luite loose. In fact the top part of the 
rear wall ia so much out of shape alon 
its entire length that I have been com- 
pelled, in order to make any sort of sat 
isfaclory job of it, to order it all to be 
pulled down to the top window 
arches as it was impossible otherwise lo 
bring the new work into line with the 
old, and it will now be rebuilt without 
cavity and hoiiiled securely to old work. 
The front wall has not been pushed so 
much out of line, but on the one side I 
find the walla cracking below the 
cornice; and considering the window 
arches are formed with ordinary bricks 
with mortar joints reaching inches 
instead of with eauged bricks as called 
for, it is not mnch to be wondered at 
Of course the only way to find this out 
would be to rebuild till this work, but 1 
do not think this is really necessary now 
tlial the (jutwai-d thrnst'is taken off the 
walls and strong anchors extending 
through to tbeoulside with large washers 
are being put in." 

(This report was the one sent in before 
the work of reiiairs was all finished.) 

In croS6-exaininati(jn by Mr. Soule 
Mr. Wilson stated that his preference 
for Mr. Brydon as clerk of works in- 
stead of Jlr. Gray when the South Park 
school was built was because he knew 
Mr. Brydon'a capabilities in that 
position and did not know Mr 
Gray's. In answer to Mr. Day, 
Mr. Wilson in speaking of the 
roof steel girders said that be had' 
not make a particular point of the girders 
being overloaded, but they should have 
been strong enough not to sag at all 
The pushing up of the wall had hcevi 
caused by the prop, which took the 
girder with it, 

" Assuming that the i)rnp was 
properly bolted to the lloorbeain 
asked Mr. Kay, " was it iKJt the duty nf 
the, clerk id" works or the builder to call 
tli(^ architect's attention to the over 
sight, so that it could ho remedied as 
the building was in progress? " 

Mr. Wilson — " Assuredly." 

Mr. W. W. Northcott, city buildin 
ins|iector, bad, he saiil, reconunended 
when the plans were first shown to 
him that the outside walls be made a 
half-brick thicker than was intendcd,and 
in this the architect acquiesced. Before 
the apec.ilications were alj drawn out he 
suggested to Mr. Day that steel girders 
be juit in, and hia understandiiu 
with -Mr. Day was that the double gird- 
ers were to hav(! a capacity of 30 tons 
When the building was going up he had 
reconinu'm.leil among other things 'that 
the wing walls be half a brick thickertban 
the jfliins showed. The walls were built 
biillow with a two-inch space and suj)- 
pnse<l to b(; andiored jironerlv, but 
whether this was ilone he did not know 
While the building was under construe 
tion he visited it and saw the brick work 
was somewhat rough, but it was appar- 
ently strong enough. In July, 1805, he 
again visited the school at the request of 
tlie trustees, as a crack was showing in 
the walls of one of the class rooms, and 
found that the diagonal brace in thereof 
had shoved out the wall at the top about 
an inch and a half ; he bad then told 
the contractor to advise him if the crack 
grew any larger, but no i-eport was sent 
to liim. I'lleven montiis later, that ia in 
June, bS'.lC), 111! again visited the sidioid at 
the reiinest of the trusteee, who wished to 
lind out if the assembly hidl was safe, 
lie louii'l that the roof brace had gone a 
(|iuirto,r of an inch more, and according- 
ly made a report advising that the room 
sbonid not be used until it was lixed; he 
had also advised that the stairs be ex- 
amined as they tlid not tiopear very tirin 
After the opening of llie school he luid a 
talk with Mr. Hay ward with the result 
that Mr. Hayward jiromiaed that a thor- 
ough examination should be made, and 
the school was closed as the outcome 
of Mr. Bidgway Wilson's examination.

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LYNCHING IN MARYLAND. 

Recognition of the EtTorts of the Anti-Lyncli- 
Inn Committee of Great Britain. 

London-, So[)t. 22. — The newspapers 
hero to-day publish a lett'jr from Llov- 
ernor Lowndes, of Maryland, addressed 
to MiSB Florence Balgarnie, honorary 
secretary of the anti-lynching committee 
of Great Britain. It reads as follows : 
"Annapolis, Md.. Aug. 10, ma. 

"Mx Deab Miss i3.\LOAKN'ii: :— I have 
the honor to acknowledge the receipt of 
your communication of ,Tuly 21, ISlUj, 
enelosiiig clippings from the Kcbo of 
June 'J'.i and;,Iulv illSilO, and making iu- 
iiuiriea in regard to the facts connected 
with the Ivnchiiigof Joseph Locking at 
Laplata. Md. 

"In reply I beg to enclose for your 
iiifoi'iiiation cli|)pinga from the Balti- 
more American and the Sun, giving a 
full account of the lamentable allair, 
from whieh it will be seen that the 
jirisoner.who waa in. the legal custody of 
the sheriff, charged with the murder of | 
his wife and Bi^terhlBrtewj was forcibly " 
taken therefrom: l^y- an armed body of 
men and lynched. 

" I note with much gratification your 
statement that your. committee and in 
fact tfie British public generally iutve 
always held Maryland in fhe highest ea- 
teem and resjiect as a particularly law 
abiding and law loving state, and in 
or<k'r to assure you that the confidence 
thus expressed has not been nnsplatjed 
I enclose for your information clip- 
pings from the daily press concerning 
the criiue, from which you will at once 
perceive that the event waa a great shock 
to t!ie high moral sense of our people 
and has already been commsnted upon 
as an unjusti liable departure from the 
coarse of procedure which the law 
l>ointed out as jiroper in such cases. 

" In this connection it is proper to say 
that, in addition to the efforts of the lo- 
cal authorities and with a view to put- 
ting a stop to such gross violations of the 
hnv, I have offered a reward of $1,000 
for information which will lead to the 
arrest and conviction of the persona 
guilty of this crime, copy of which ia 
also enclosed. 

"In conclusion, permit lue to asaure 
your committee that every effort is being 
made to discover the guilty parties in 
order that they may be brought before 
the i>roper tribunal to answer for their 
coiuluct, which has already been so tiiii- 
vereally condemned by this commu-
